In tile sprinK 
of 1883, one of the Na^le brothers, half- 
breeds, who lived on the shores of the 
lake, about where Bourettes lived later, 
on his wiiv U) Winnijiei;. sLopiied at the 
home of the Whitmores, who weie then 
farmint,' near Gladslorie. Na^lc «ave such 
an attractive and intcrestinf! description 
of Lake OauiJliin and the surrounding 
country, as to arouse in his liearers a 
determination In explore it. The late 
Thomas Whitrnore was the princijjal 
ort,'ajii:;er of a jiarty which soon set out 
on a voyage o! discovery. In this party 
were besides Tom Whitrnore, .fohn Ed- 
wards. Frank lilackmorc, Cleortte McRae 
Johji McLaren, '.asurveyori, S, T. Wilson, 
John Dickie, and others. They left their 
homes on the 5th of June with two teams 
of horses and two teams of oxen and the 
neccBsary supplies, and must have had a 
fairly successful trip, for tiicy were back 
afjain on the IKtb of the same month. 
'Jliey had no road to follow, but were 
Kuided mil inly by the surveyor Mc:Lare.n. 
and reached tJie Ijanks of the lake some 
distance we.st of the Turtle River. I'oi- 
lowing,' the lake shore they crossed llic 
Orhre p.iver and pushed on to the banks 
of the creek now kiiown as lidwards' 
Creek, the location of which so attracted 
.John Kowards that he decided to go no 
further, liavinj; a [ilow with him lie 
.set to work at once to break up a small 
jiieceof land, in which he planiecl potatoes. 
The others keiil on up the riulit bank of 
the \ermillion Uivcr as far as the point 
where the /.KCicultuial Society's grounds 
are now situate. Here tieorKe McKac 
also planted .some potatoes, and i'Yank 
Hlaelimorc did likewi.se on the place later 
occupied liy liis brother .fames bl;id;niore, 
inoie recently known as the Comiiany 
Farm, liavini; sel u]) certain landmarks 
and carved their names on trees. I he whole 
party returned to Gladstone. John lul- 
wards came in ai;.iin in the I'all with one 
named Crsr.vdc.r, (ml up some hay, moved 
his familv in and remained all winter. 



in search of homesieads, as the boys were 
anxious to take uj) land. They set out 
with a team of oxen and a wa.non. a suppiv 
of bread and a liaR of Hour, and a few- 
other nectssarii's, in the direct ion of the 
Bif; Grass marsh north of Gladstone, which 
ill iiiul lime was iieini,' drained by Liic 
Provincial Government. i^lectinR the men 
who Mere engaged in that work, they were 
told that there were no homesteads in 
tho.se parts and that the couuto' was only 
lit for ducks, ilaviny heard of the trip 
of Tom Whitrnore and his party to i>;iuphin 
the\- determined to strike west in ihat 
direction. Thev did so, and followinR the 
trail of the others as best tlie;^ could, they 
also reached the shores of Lake Dauyjliin, 
crossed the Ochre River, and travelled 
up to the siX)t where tliev afterwards 
settled. Tiiis was in August 188;^. about 
I wo months after the other party. Ilavint; 
set u]) landmarks and put their names oil 
irees as the others had done, they went 
back home for the winter, returning arjain 
in the spring of IH81. This was a wet 
year and by the time the\' were ready to no 
back Ihey considered it impossilie to make 
their way through tlie muskeRs bv the way 
they had come. They determined, tlicix- 
fore. to strike across the Mountain, havinj; 
learned from the Indians that a way could 
be found in tiiat direedon. In this they 
were successful, crossinK the Little Sas- 
katchewan at Biii^za's CrossinK. later 
known as McLeod's Crossing, where old 
Joe Bnzz.-i was then settled. In the Fall, 
after snow liad come, the whole i\1 - 
Donald funiiiy moved in on sleighs. Thev 
were obliged to discard the sleighs after 
the (;chre River, as there was no snow in 
the Danphin selllemeiii. There they had 
to resort to wagons and [inished their 
journey on wlieels. 

.Survey Parly Sent 

"In February of (he s;mie year, a „nrvcv 
[larly was sent into ihe distnct by the 
Dominion tJoveiLiment. As a memlicr of 
this parly came Mr. Harry B. Wliitmorc. 
still hanpily amon^ us. Some Iwo months 
afterwi rds.Tom Whitrnore returned, and 
in the course of that year tlie W hitmorcs 
moved in with tliiMr families and Daujihiii 
became their permarietit home. 

"The year IKSo was the time of the 
trouble with liiel and his half-breed 
followers in the N'orth-Wesi 'iernlories.

The Training Principal's Sessional Report 



CPEAKING at the General's Birthday Celebration in the Connaught Rooms, 
'^ Kingsway, London, Mr. Lloyd George, England's great War Premier, made 
the following strilting statement: — 

"General, 1 am a believer in disarmament. If 1 were asked 1 would vote for 
disarmament tomorrow, to reduce the Officers and Men and the expenditure on 
arms. But there is one Army I would not disarm, one .'\rmy for which I would 
vote for more Officers, /or more Men, and for more e.';penditure, and that is the 
Salvation Army." 

One writer has said that the number and efficiency of the laborers in God's 
vineyard is dependent uoon the prayer and spiritual life of the Church. 1 think, 
therefore, we can take the spectacle before us tonight as another striking evidence 
of the spiritual life and productiveness of the Salvation Army in this Western 
Territory. 

The General has recently said that our losses in all lands are [ewer today than 
they have ever been. The increasing demand for Workers can thus only be explained 
by the expansion, development, growth, and ever widening range of the Army's 
activities. 

It will be interesting to our Friends to know that 22 of the Cadets before you 
have come up through our Junior work, 13 were dedicated as infants under the 
Flag. 44 have been Corps Cadets, and 2 are Oliicers' children. All have exi^rienced 
the New Birth, all have sought and found the Clean Heart Experience, all have 
received the Divine Call for Officership, all have obeyed and voluntarily dedicated 
themselves for life service under the Tri-color Flag of the Army. 

The present Session opened on September 23rd, 1925. Ten days later the 
Cadets were privileged to attend the Annual Congress conducted by Mrs, General 
Booth. This series of Meetings and Councils were made a great blessing to the 
Cadets, resulting in a deepening of their spiritual experience, and broadening of their 
vision, and a ready abandonment that has manifested itself throughout the entire 
Training period. 

During the nine months in the Garrison 85 Lectures, covering a wide range 
of subjects, have been given. In these tiie Cadels have been privileged to hear 
the Commissioner on 8 occasions, the Chief Secretary 7, and Departmental Heads 12. 

113 Biblical and Doctrinal lessons have been taught, these and alt other subjects 
have been classified into Classes A and B. 

5^ Field Organization Classes have been held ; this study deals with every phase 
of a Field Officer's work, and life. 

25 Field Drill Classes have been conducted, in these the Cadets are given 
facilities for putting into practice the theory taught in the classroom. 

30 Subject Note Classes have been held, in these the Cadets have been taught 
a number of approved methods of Outline preparation. 

13 Arithmetic and Corps Report Classes have been held, these familiarize the 
Cadets with every Statistical and Financial Form used on the Field, 

32 Singing Classes have been conducted. 

11 Written Examinations taken. 

20 First Aid Classes have been held. In this connection I should state that all 
Cadets have secured the St. John's Ambulance Certificate. Again we are indebted 
to Dr. Bond for his keen interest and help in this work. The Doctor, with the 
assistance of Dr. McAllister, took the responsibility for teaching this subject. We 
tender thanks to these two gentlemen. 

Out of a possible 230 marks, the average secured is"191. 

1227 hours have been spent in visitation. 

2101 houses have been visited. (Many thousands more called at.) 

16,295 War Crys have been sold. 

980 Open-Air Meetings held. 



896 Inside Meetings attended. 

280 Inside Meetings led. 

Six whole days have been devottfd to the deepening of the spiritual exji ■ nces 
of the Cadets. 

Two Soul-saving Campaigns have been conducted during the Session :. -1 26 
souls converted at same. 

As often as possible alternate Sundays have been spent in the Garrison. ^ ium 
ings and evenings have been devoted to spiritual Meetings, when addresrii -. iiave 
been given by the Side Officers and the Principal, The afternoon of each S:;i:clay 
has been devoted to personal interview work. 

Two Financial Appeals have been successfully carried through and o:i cac'i 
occasion all previous records have been broken. 

For Christmas Cheer and Winter Relief we raised $6,020.49. for Self-;iinial 
S5,005.3'l. Once again 1 am indebted to Adjutant Steele for the able assi-.;.mce 
rendered in organizing these Appeals. 

During the year Adjutant Davies, from the Internationa! Training G:ir. ison, 
London, was appointed as Chief Women's Side Officer, and Ensign Hayncs, i louse 
Officer. Captain Peterson was also appointed Intelligence Officer; Captain lidv.ards 
as Men's Brigade Ofiicer. 

In all our training we have earnestly endeavored to keep the emphasis in the 
right place, viz.; Godliness, Out-and-out Salvationism, and Transparency of char 
acter. The General, in his Regulations for Training Garrison Officers, savs: '"I'he 
Cadets should be sons and daughters of God, truly converted, BanctUittl. and 
baptised with the Holy Ghost. Convinced Salvationists, possessing an inUllipuit 
knowledge of the Army, its Doctrines, principles, and methods. They shmild be 
sincere lovers of souls. They should be prepared to live self-sacrificing liv.s for 
their Master and for the Salvation of the World." 

This has been our objective and I feel I can say with a good deal of conluknce 
that our objective has been realized. 

I would like here to pay a well merited tribute to the Training Garrison Staff 
lor the loyal and elticient service rendered on all occasions. 

From a close study of the Cadets 1 can truthfully say they are a thoroughly 
good, loyal, hard working company of Cadets. 1 shall be greatly surprised if llip^ 
do not give a good account of themselves in the coming days. 

1 hand them over to the Commissioner with implicit confidence. We truit 
they will live up to. and exemplify in their lives and work the splendid Motto selccied 
for the Session, "Conquerors." 

I feel that this report would be incomplete without an affectionate rufert-nce 
to dear Cadet Faith More, who was called from the Training School to Higher 
Service in Heaven in January last. 

How glad she would hove been with us tonight. She had a great Inve for 
souls, was full of a Holy Ambition to succeed in the Army. But God s:nv lit to 
take her from us. She is gone, but, not forgotten. 

On behalf of the Garrison Stafl I would say, "Go, go in the strength of t;od 
go v.ith the Living Fire of the Holy Ghost within you," and again, in the wnrds 
of our dear and now glorified Founder,— "Go for souls, and go for the wor>;l.' and 
let every hour and every power be spent for Christ and duty.
